THE BAND OR ORCHESTRA, ALL ARE ALPHABETIZED UNDER "BAND". WHERE DEFINITELY KNOWN, 
THE SPECIFIC GROUP IS GIVEN IN PARENTHESES AFTER THE TITLE. ALL TRIOS, QUARTETS, 

and Quintets, both vocal and instrumental, are alphabetized as such with the 

SPECIFIC GROUP, WHEN KNOWN, AFTER THE TITLE IN PARENTHESES. 

Vocal Duets are listed under the name of the duet as it was usually found on the 

RECORDS, I.E., JONES AND MURRAY, NOT MURRAY AND JONES. DUET SELECTIONS ARE NOT 
CROSS-INDEXED UNDER THE NAME OF EACH OF THE ARTISTS. THUS, JONES AND MURRAY DUETS 
ARE FOUND ONLY UNDER THE TEAM NAME, NOT UNDER JONES, A DA NOR UNDER MURRAY, BlLLY 
AS INDIVIDUALS. 

TITLE INDEX : in this section, all titles are listed alphabetically, using the 

WORD-SYSTEM RATHER THAN THE L E TT E R- SY ST EM . THIS MEANS THAT ALL TITLES BEGINNING 
WITH THE SAME WORD ARE GROUPED TOGETHER, WHICH WOULD NOT ALWAYS BE THE CASE IF 
THE OTHER SYSTEM WERE USED. PERHAPS THE FOLLOWING EXAMPLES WILL MAKE THIS CLEAR;
